It would be better to 
remove the barrels if persons cannot be 
better citizens. 


Your question touched a raw nerve at 


the Texas Highway Department offices in 
Austin, for they, too, are seeking some 
solution to that problem. 


According to a spokesman there, the 


dumping of household trash in roadside 
barrels — intended for use by motorists to 
cut down on highway littering — is "a bad 
problem all across the state." 


"We constantly have problems with this, 


especially on weekends," a woman in the 
travel and information office of the THD 
said.

Jacobs says that the symbols K and U on 
products, the topic of yesterday's Action 
line question, indicate Jewish approval of 
the products. 


The symbol U, Mrs. Jacobs says, means 


that the product is approved by the Union 
of Orthodox Rabbis for kosher con- 
sumption for those who observe the 
dietary laws strictly. 


The symbol K stands for kosher, which 


originally meant clean. It's use apparently 
signifies approval of the conservative 
rabbis. 


I have noticed on products that I buy 


there are letters circled on the product. 
Usually, they are K or U. I have inquired 
with a great number of people with no 
results. Can you tell me what they are? 


That depends. If the tiny mark is near 


the brand name, you may be referring to 
the copyright or registration 
symbol. 


Those, however, are either a C or an R 
inside a circle, and indicate that the brand 
name immediately preceding the symbol 
is a registered trademark of the company 
using the name. 


There are other such marks, such as the 


U you mention, that signify that the 
product is union made or union packaged. 
These symbols vary from union to union, 
but they appear on a broad range of items. 
Soft drink cans usually carry the union 
symbol, for instance. 


.. In the Navarro College Salaries, what is 
involved in public relations? 


Darrell R. Raines, director of fiscal 


affairs at Navarro College, supplied the 
following answer to your question. 


"The public relations allowances are 


actually a part of each individual's salary 
and therefore it is an individual and 
personal matter as to how one spends his 
own money," Raines said.

public relations allowance do so on a 
voluntary basis as a personal commitment 
to spend that part of their personal salary 
for purposes

I understand that domestic help such as 


maids or cleaning women who work for 
someone on one day per week are not 
subject to the minimum wage law unless 
they work as much as eight hours in a 
week.

According to the Wage & Hour division 


of the U.S. Department of Labor, domestic 
help in a private home are entitled to a 
minimum wage of $2.20 an hour if the 
employe earns $50 or more in a calendar 
quarter (three months) from any one 
employer or if the employe works eight 
hours or more a week in one or more 
homes.

School trustees got some good 


news last night, when they 
learned that the school district 
ended fiscal 1975-76 with more 
than $274,000 in the bank. 


Meeting in a called session to 


amend the 1975-76 budget on the 
final day of the fiscal year, the 
board was told by Business 
Mgr. Euin Frank that the 
district received $105,833 more 
in revenue than had been an- 
ticipated. 
Coupled with the 


contingency fund balance, that 
left 
the 
district 
in 
sound 


financial shape, he said. 


The '75-76 budget contained a 


$49,000 
deficit 
and 
trustees 


spent $177,000 during the year 
on repairs and equipment not 
budgeted. Even so, Frank said, 
the district stayed within the 
budget in most areas and 
received more revenue than 
anticipated to offset the added 
expenses. 


This time a year ago, he said, 


the district had $319,000 in 
surplus funds, received mostly 
from the Emergency School Aid 
money 
that 
Texas 
school 


districts received as a part of 
House Bill 1126. 


THE BOARD spent about 


$177,000 of that money on roof 
repairs, the Drane renovation, 
minibuses, lighting equipment 
at CHS, a school needs survey, 
work at Tiger Field, andother 
such items. With the added 
revenues, Frank estimated the 
fund balance at $274,219 today, a 
net change of about $45,000. 


A final accounting of surplus 


funds will come with the annual 
audit later this year. 


"We started into this year 


with a $49,000 deficit budget, we 
spent $177,000 not contained in 
the budget, and in effect we did 
all of that for only a $45,000 
decrease in the surplus," Supt. 
Mark Culwell rioted.

tificates of deposit held by the 
district. Miscellaneous income,

MORE TAXES were collected 


than had been estimated as 
well, with a net gain of $43,895 in 
the local maintenance fund and 
$9,616 in the debt service fund. 
The increase here was credited 
to increased efforts in collecting 
delinquent taxes. 


State subsidy payments were 


also up over early estimates, 
with the district receiving about 
$159,279 more in state money 
than anticipated. 


Some areas of revenue were 


down, such as state equalization 
aid. That was budgeted at 
$133,496, 
but 
the 
amended 


budget shows none received. 


EXPENDITURES SHOWED 


some frugal management, with 
salary expenses down about 
$12,000, teacher aide salaries 
down about $2,000, and con- 
tracted instructional services 
down by $8,189. 


Some areas of spending ex- 


ceeded the budget, but all were 
"within accepted tolerances," 
according to Frank. 


General administration costs 


were up about $11,000, mainly 
due to increased fees paid the 
delinquent tax attorney for 
collecting taxes that helped 
boost the revenue column. 


The final budget showed the

$4,827,227 and expenditures of 
$4,871,908 for 1975-76.

School survey sees increase in students

A $4 million bond issue should be put 


before voters in the Corsicana In- 
dependent School District this fall if the 
district is to adequately plan for future 
needs, according to a 144-page school 
needs survey recently completed. 


That suggestion was quickly and 


unanimously vetoed by school trustees 
during last week's presentation of the 
report at a called board meeting, but 
the board recognized that it must face 
many of the problems in the future. 


ALTHOUGH THE bond issue is the 


most controversial recommendation, it 
is not the most far-reaching. The $2,800 
study, commissioned last January as 
an effort by school trustees to identify 
long range problems and plan for them 
as early as possible, proposes several 
shifts in school operations that would 
directly 
affect 
Corsicana's fun- 


damental approach to public education. 


Dr. E. V. Huffstutler, a noted 


educational consultant, conducted the 
study. He was aided by the staff of local 
schools. 


Basically, the recommendations are 


as follows: 


1) 
CONVERT 
Sam 
Houston 


Elementary school to an Education- 
Administration Center. 


2) Convert Travis Elementary school 


to an Early Childhood Development 
Center. 


3) Enlarge Bowie and 
Lincoln 


Elementary Schools to serve 850-900 
students, kindergarten through the tilth 
grade. 


4) 
Enlarge 
Fannin 
and 
Lee 


Elementary schools to serve 500 
students each. 


5) Refurbish and enlarge Drane and 


Collins Middle schools to serve 800-1,000 
students each. 


6) ADD ON to the high school to ac- 


commodate 2,000 students. 


7) Convert present administrative 


center to a Maintenance-Service Center 
for the district. 


In effect, Dr. Huffstutler is recom- 


mending an end to the "neighborhood 
school" concept, with elementary 
students being housed in larger, cen- 
trally-located elementary complexes in 
order to cut administrative 
costs, 


duplicated services, maintenance 
costs, and to provide better use of all 
personnel, bitter scheduling, and a 
wider range of classes. 


The bulk of the study is supportive 


data which led Dr. Huffstutler to his 
conclusions. During the next week, a 
series of Daily Sun articles will detail 
the reasoning and projections that 
support 
his 
recommendations. 


Separate stories will detail Dr. Huff- 
stutler's 
evaluation 
of 
present 


facilities, programs, and staff, his 
specific recommendations along with 
why he thinks they are necessary, and 
his proposal concerning how to finance 
those recommendations. 


THE SINGLE most important basis 


for the projections is the anticipated 
Increase Vn student population in 
Corsicana. 


The survey projects that about 6,000 


students will attend Corsicana schools 
during 1986-87, a 32 per cent increase 
over present enrollment. 


That prediction is based on data from 


a number of sources, including local 
birth and death rates, information from 
the Census Bureau, the Dept. of 
Commerce, the Economic Research 
Service of the Dept. of Agriculture, the 
Texas Industrial Commission, the 
National Planning Association, and 
several other such organizations. 


THE PRIMARY contributors to such 


growth in the county, he feels, will be 
the genrally good highway access 
available, the excellent rail facilities 
sought by industries, the eventual 
decline to inactivity of Corsicana's oil 
'ields, (which he predicts will allow 
tpanded residential development in 


uiose areas,) and the continuation of 
agriculture as a major industry here. 


"All across the United States large 


urban centers are forming into so- 
called "strips" along major tran- 
sportation arteries and creating a type 
of economic complex called In- 
terurbia," the study notes. "It is quite 
clear that such a "strip" is developing 
in North Central Texas. It resembles an 
inverted "Y". The top at Dallas-Fort 
Worth and the two prongs extending 
south along Interstate 45 and 35 to 


Houston, Austin, and San Antonio." 


INCREASED industry not on\y 


means more students, the study notes, 
but more people paying taxes. Dr. 
Huffstutler predicts that the assessed 
value of property within the school 
district will increase about $30 million 
during the 10 year period. 


The student population, according to 


the study, will increase at a rate of 
about three pre cent a year during that 
period, for an increase from 4,555 to 
5,975 total students. 


By grade level, 
the increases 


predicted break down as 
follows: 


elementary enrollment is expected to 
jump from the anticipated 1,965 this 
year to 2,790 in 1985-86. Middle school 
enrollment is expected to rise from 
1,130 to 1,395. High school enrollment is 
expected to go from 1,500 to 1,790. 


THE REPORT several places notes 


that such projections are "realistic" 
and "perhaps even conservative." But 
administrators when the study was 
presented last week, expressed some 
doubt as to whether such increases will 
occur. 


Since 1970-71, enrollment there has 


declined by a net 263 students, posting a 
gain only one of those years. Total 
enrollment increased last year by 146 
students over the 
preceding school 


year.

study states. "Careful struc- 
tural studies of these buildings 
should be made to determine 
possible ways to change par- 
titions and refurbish in other 
ways to provide for flexible 
educational programming in 
the years ahead, as the needs 
and demands arise." 


Some of the "less expensive 


and not so major school plant 
needs" that the study outlines 
also need surveying, Dr. Huff- 
stutler states. He suggests that 
such a study be done by local 
administrators, along with a 
timetable for taking care of 
those 
needs 
"as 
soon 
as 


possible." 


THEY INCLUDE darkening 


all 
classrooms 
for 
use 
of 


visuals, adding more chalk- 
boards and tackboards, adding 
cabinet 
and storage space, 


adding electrical outlets to class 


rooms, adding parking space on

County Auditor Bill Smith 


said that the deficit for the 
Navarro County budget 1976 
would be somewhere between 
$120,000 
and 
$140,000, 
not 


$200,000 as reported Tuesday. 


Smith said that he might have 


said $200,000 but that he and the 
reporter were thinking about 
different years when it was 
reported that there would be a 
$200,000 deficit for 1976 in the 
county budget. He said that the 
deficit of $120,000 to $140,000 
would come mostly from the 
general fund. Smith said that he 
had projected a $200,000 deficit 
for 
1977 based 
upon 1976 


spending. 


Smith said that the general 


fund had a surplus of $388,000 as 
of Jan. 1, 1976 and that his 
projections show that around 
$196,000 of this will be spent this 
year. However, the deficit in the 
overall budget will be less 
because of some gains from 
surpluses in other funds. 


The general fund is the most 


flexible fund. Money from this 
fund can be transferred 
or 


designated to any area in the 
county budget, unlike some 
funds which can be spent only 
for specific purposes.

of parents who saw the need for 
a local organization to provide 
services to mentally retarded 
children on a local, personal 
basis, initiated the NCARC a 
few years ago. Through their 
dedication these parents per- 
suaded others to join in an 
organized 
effort 
to 
do 


something about it and the 
NCARC Country Fair came into 
being. 


The growth of the fair is 


nothing short of miraculous. In 
its fourth year, already hun- 
dreds of Corsicana and Navarro 
County residents are involved in 
numerous activities. All funds 
and efforts are aimed at one 
central cause: support of the 
NCARC's three programs of 


service, the Child Development 
Center, 
the 
Golden 
Circle 


Workshop and the Golden Circle 
Ranch. All are 
located at 


Navarro College. 


ACCORDING TO Don Har- 


vey, NCARC executive director, 
the Child Development Center 
is a program for mentally 
retarded children ranging in 
age from 3 to 21 years. Students 
in the program have special 
handicaps, 
some 
multiple, 


which makes it necessary for a 
special kind of training. 


Presently 
10 students 
are 


enrolled and are served by a 
staff of two fulltime teachers 
and one aid. The 
school's 


quarters consist of two small 
"one on one" rooms, a music 
room and a classroom with 
space for physical activities and 
coordination exercises.

week. Staff includes a foreman, 
assistant foreman, and driver, 
part-time bookkeeper and a 
personal, 
social 
adjustment 


technician. 


The workshop exists only if it 


makes enough money from the 
sale of its products. 


THE 
GOLDEN 
CIRCLE 


Ranch is a residential living 
facility for mentally retarded 
adult males over the age of 18 
years, offering room, board and 
supervised living. A full time 
houseparent, part-time coun- 
selor-driver, part-time teacher 
and a weekend houseparent 
make up the staff. 


Ten residents now live at the 


ranch, located on the western 
border of Navarro College. 


All of the NCARC programs 


are certified by the Texas 
Rehabilitation 
Commission, 


and the school and ranch work 
with the Mexia State School 
Outreach department.

behind. Surprisingly enough, to 
her crew of 10 maids the clothes 
have been dropped, or thrown in 
the floor. 


"I GUESS THE thing people 


are 
most 
persistent 
about 


wanting returned is their child's 
pet pillow," Robertson said. 


"That, or a worn doll or 


stuffed pillow toy that Little 
Sister or Junior can't sleep 
without," added Norvell. 


Maids are also always finding 


personal 
articles 
— tooth- 


brushes, 
toothpaste, 
hair- 


brushes, cosmetics, articles of 
jewelry, 
earrings, 
rings, 


watches, cigarette lighters, and 
billfolds with money and credit 
cards. 


The list also includes travel 


clocks, keys, cameras, shower 
caps and, from time to time,

happened with a male guest at 
Kingsway just recently. The 
forgetful traveler came back to 
inquire if they had been found.

Sure enough they had, and he 
went happily on his way. 


Morgan said the Scottish Inn 


had a man check out just last 
Monday, drop the key off at the 
desk and drive away. When he 
reached Dallas and tried to 
unlock 
his 
front 
door, 
he 


discovered he had the motel key 
in his hand having turned in at 
the desk his own house key. He 
turned around and drove back 
to Corsicana after it. 


"He sure was embarrassed," 


Morgan chuckled. 


Almost as much as the 


honeymoon couple who had left 
a billfold behind at Kingsway. 
They got to Athens, stopped for 
gas and missed it, and drove 
back to reclaim it. 


ALL THE MOTELS have lost 


and found departments 
that 


operate pretty much alike. 
When a maid entering to clean a 
room 
finds 
something 
left 


behind, it is taken to the office 


at Kingsway and Scottish Inn. 
At Holiday Inn, maids turn in 
lost articles to the housekeeper 
who places the property in a 
plastic bag, labels it with the 
day and room, and logs it before 
storing in the lost and found 
locked 
compartment 
and 


notifying the central office. 


The length of time property is 


kept varies. At Kingsway, lost 
items are kept a year, and if not 
reclaimed, are either given to a 
charitable 
organization 
or 


destroyed, 
Robertson 
said. 


Morgan said Scottish Inn kept 
left-behind items 30 days. If not 
claimed, and it is nothing of real 
value, it is given to the maid 
who found the article. 


"Usually, people will call 


back within a day, or two, and 
mail it to them C.O.D.," he said. 
Robertson said his motel also 
returns 
misplaced 
property 


C.O.D. to the losers who call or 
write 
back. 
Norvell 
said 


Holiday Inn sends misplaced 
property to the owner postage 
paid "and on a rare occasion 
they will send the postage back 
to us." 


At Hok'day Inn, lost and found 


holds an item for 90 days; if it 
hasn't been called for at the end 
of that period, the maid who 
found it gets it. But Norvell said 
valuables are almost always 
missed 
and sought by the 


owner. 


"I THINK THE most unusual 


thing we ever had left behind at 
Holiday 
Inn," 
laughed 


Housekeeper Kirven, 
"were 


girdles and even bras." She said 
women will sometimes leave 
robes 
hanging behind 
the 


bathroom door, or wet bathing 
suits in the tub or on the shower 
nozzle. 


Recently 
she received 
a 


frantic call from a former guest 
who had reached Dallas-Fort 
Worth Airport and was ready to 
board when he missed his plane 
ticket. He telephoned back, 
saying he last 
remembered 


laying it on some newspapers to 
be discarded in the trash. Miss 
Kirven went to the room. A 
maid had cleaned it, along with 
a half dozen or so more, but 
hadn't yet dumped her cart's 
collection of refuse into the 
central trash container. 


"We had to hunt through a 


whole bunch of mess to find it, 
but we did." Notified, the 
traveler asked it be mailed on to 
him at his destination, and 
bought another plane ticket, she 
recalled. 


She 
personally 
found 
a 


diamond encrusted watch that 
had been lost by a woman who 
didn't inquire about it for 
several days. 


ON 
ANOTHER 
occasion 


recently, 
a 
couple 
staying 


several days while they were 
sight-seeing in the Metroplex 
called her from Six Flags. The 
husband explained his wife had 
removed her rings and had 
rolled them up in a napkin, 


placing them on the dresser 
near some trash. He wondered 
if she could check before the 
room was cleaned. She did, 
finding the rings. When the 
couple returned that evening 
they tipped her $10. 


Morgan said one of his em- 


ployes 
was 
rewarded 
$40 


recently when she found a 
missing 
billfold. 
The 
loser 


called that he had left his wallet 
behind with $500 and two British 
Sterling banknotes. The woman 
found the billfold where he said 
it would be. 


When he worked at a motel in 


Dalton, Ga., several years ago 
Morgan recalled a man left a 
billfold containing $2,100. 


"He had gone 85 or 90 miles 


down the road when he missed 
it, on stopping to buy gas, and 
called back. We had already 
turned it over to the sheriff and 
he had dispatched a trooper 
with it trying to catch up with 
him," Morgan related. 


ALL MOTEL MANAGERS 


said it is not uncommon for left- 
behind property to be left in 
plain sight of the owner — on a 
nightstand or dresser. It would 
be understandable, they noted, 
if something were out of view — 
under a bed, or hanging in the 
closet or behind the bathroom 
door — but in sight? 


Why do people leave things 


behind? 


"It is usually because people 


are in such a hurry to be up, and 
on the road again, they just 
overlook it," Morgan feels.

return was a typewriter. It 
meant having to go to an office 
supply firm to get a shipping 
carton. And it cost the owner 
about $20 in postage to have 
mailed to him. 


You name it — and it's been 


left behind.
